Cuvant inainte la editia a doua 


Straduindu-ne atat cat slabele noastre masuri ne-au ingaduit, sa 
continuam a ne aduce neinsemnata noastra contribute la lucrarea de a face 
cunoscute frumusetile dumnezeie§ti ale scrierilor cre§tin ortodoxe romane in 
mediul de limba engleza, iata ca am adaugat la continutul primei editii (cea 
aparuta in anul 2013) a Dictionarului de termeni religiosi’, alte cuvinte si 
expresii pe care le-am gasit ca fiind necesare. 

Aceste adaugiri au fost culese pe timpul traducerii catorva dintre 
scrisorile pastorale al Inalt Prea Sfintitului Timotei Seviciu, Arhiepiscop al 
Aradului 1 , a traducerii uneia dintre cartile parintelui Arsenie Boca 2 , anume 
cea intitulata „Cararea Imparatiei”, precum §i a altor texte care sunt in lucru. 

De§i cateva exemplare din prezenta editie vor fi tiparite - in special 
pentru a folosi in special celor care nu au acces la utilizarea unui computer, 
recomandam utilizarea versiunilor electronice in word, excell §i pdf, din cauza 
vitezei ridicate de cautare si a diferitelor facilitati ce sunt oferite (rapoarte, 
interogari, comparari, editare, etc.) de respectivele programe, ceea ce create 
considerabil eficienta in consultarea dictionarului. 

Totodata, utilizarea formatului electronic u§ureaza accesul la 
dictionar al celor interesati, prin difuzarea pe Internet, descarcarea §i copierea 
pe suporti magnetici, fapt pe care, in calitate de autor, il incurajam din suflet. 
Accesul la informatie, la invatatura, ar trebui sa fie in totalitate gratis. 

Ne rugam bunului cititor sa nu judece prea aspru intreprinderea 
aceasta a noastra, ce aproape inevitabil, poate avea unele scaderi, pe care insa 
il rugam sa ni le semnaleze pentru a fi indreptate.

Inca din deschiderea cuvantului nostru, multumim Bunului 
Dumnezeu ca S-a milostivit de noi, care suntem nevrednici, §i ne-a daruit 
sarcina atat de grea §i totodata atat de frumoasa - dar cu totul peste slabele 
noastre masuri - de a duce la bun sfar§it alcatuirea acestui „Dictionar non- 
exhaustiv de termeni religiosi ! 

Pe cand ne indeletniceam cu traducerea in limba engleza a lucrarii 
fundamentale a genialului teolog roman Dumitru Staniloae, lucrare intitulata 
„Iisus Hristos sau restaurarea Omului” 3 , am incercat sa pastram atat 
caracterul a§a de malt al expresivitatii scriiturii, cat si sa utilizam cuvinte ori 
expresii de limba engleza care sa mentina caracterul profund ortodox al 
invataturii cre§tine cuprinse in respectivul text. Pentru aceasta am cautat o 
sursa de informare care sa aiba deja selectate §i grupate mijloacele lingvistice 
necesare, astfel ca sa ofere celor ce traduc texte cre§tin-ortodoxe romane§ti, 
un instrument de lucru §i totodata de studiu. In acest demers am cerut 
ajutorul preotului lector universitar dr. loan Lazar, care ne-a indrumat sa 
adoptam urmatoarea metoda: studierea unor texte cre§tin - ortodoxe 
romane§ti, deja aparute in traducere in limba engleza, din care, prin 
comparare, sa extragem §i sa colectam corespondentele necesare. Au rezultat 
cateva sute de pagini constand in note de studiu, pe care iata ca le-am grupat 
sub forma unui dictionar, la adresa caruia subliniem ca este non-exhaustiv. 
Dorinta noastra a fost, la inceput, ca acesta sa ne foloseasca noua, in 
viitoarele traduceri; am realizat apoi ca ar putea sa foloseasca §i altora dintre 
cei interesati in a transmite dumnezeie§tile frumuseti spirituale ale ortodoxiei 
cre§tine romane§ti in mediul de limba engleza. 

Pentru a exemplifica finalitatea dorita a lucrarii, fara a face insa uz de 
o amanuntita analiza, vom reda aici doar cateva din variantele pe care le-am 
intalnit in traducerea atat de complexelor sensuri (despre care credem ca, 
pana la urma, sunt aproape intraductibile) ale termenilor cre§tini ortodoc§i 
romane§ti: 

• „chipul Domnului”; iata expresiile in limba engleza pe care le-a 
intalnit: „the form of God”, „the image of God”, „in our image”, „in the likeness 
of God”, „the face of God”; 

• „chipul §i asemanarea lui Dumnezeu” este tradusa prin „the face and 
the likeness of God”; 

• „aproapele tau” poate fi tradus ca „your fellow human”, dar si „your 
neighbor”, sau „your fellow kind”; 

• „acolo va fi plansul §i scra§nirea dintilor” se traduce prin „there shall 
be the weeping and the gnashing of teeth”; 

• „uraciunea pustiirii” are drept corespondents expresia „the 
abomination of the desolation”; §i exemplele ar putea continua. 


3 Manuscrisul traducerii a fost depus la Editura Patriarhiei Ortodoxe Romane in iulie 2013. 
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Ni s-a parut ca prin preluarea unor termeni in limba engleza veche, 
a§a cum se scriau ei, de pilda, in Biblia Regelui Iacob (King James Bible), ar 
adauga un plus de mireasma bine mirositoare. Daca insa cel care va utiliza 
dictionarul va dori sa transcrie formele vechi in cele utilizate in prezent, ii 
venim in ajutor §i, la sfar§itul acestui dictionar, am adaugat corespondentele 
necesare. 

Foarte importanta ni se pare urmatoarea precizare: pentru o mare 
parte dintre cuvinte §i pentru cea mai mare parte din expresiile grupate in 
acest dictionar, traducerea poate parea a nu corespunde, caci ea nu este una 
„cuvant cu cuvant”, ci mai degraba este o alaturare comparative a unor 
sensuri similare. Totodata, unii termeni sunt rareori utilizati in prezent, iar 
altora, de§i sunt des folositi, li se atribuie denotatii care nu sunt indeob§te 
uzitate. 

Sursele principale care ne-au inspirat, ajutat §i sustinut in demersul 
nostru au fost urmatoarele: Biblia sau Sfanta Scriptura, tiparita sub 
indrumarea si purtarea de grija a Prea Fericitului Parinte Teoctist, patriarhul 
Bisericii Ortodoxe Romane, cu aprobarea Sfantului Sinod / Editura 
Institutului Biblic §i de Misiune al Bisericii Ortodoxe Romane, Bucure§ti: 
2006; King James Bible; Saint Chrysostom: Homilies on the Acts of the 
Apostles and the Epistle to the Romans / Philip Schaff, precum §i inestimabila 
comoara de informatie care este Internetul. 

Rugam distinsul cititor sa considere demersul nostru ca un 
instrument de lucru, ca un punct de plecare, caruia sa nu ezite sa-i aduca 
imbunatatirile ori completarile pe care le considera necesare.
